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^e ensuing curious and not unpoetical 
verses, are taken from, an Heraldic 
M.S. belonging to the Faculty of Ad- 
vocates, (W. 4 — 2), compiled during 
the earlier part of the reign of Queen 
Mary, and anterior to her second 
marriage. It contains the Arms of most 
of the principal Families in Scotland, 
blazon'd very neatly, and was probably 
the work of an herald of some emi- 
nence.
